Residents of Raymond were shock 
ed almost speechless on Sunday even¬ 
ing when news spread of the shooting 
fatally, of Verden Larson, 25 year old 
son of Mr. and Mrs. John Larson, as 
he stood on the porch of the Coombs 
home, the shot being fired by Jack 
Coombs from the Inside of the house 
with a 12 guage shotgun. 

Dr. J. E Lovering, coroner In chargo 
empanelled a Jury Monday evening 
and a coroners Inquest was held at 
the Undertaking Parlors in Leth 
bridge. The jury composed of Basil 
Chaplin, foreman; Tlios Thackeray, 
R. C. McDonald, Fred Hick, F. Hedley 
and Albert Knowlden, brought In the 
following verdict. 

“Wc the jury, find that Verden D. 
Larson came to his death at Raymond 
October 5, 1930 by gun shots, shot by 
John Coombs at 8.40 not with inten 
tion to bodily harm but to frighten 
prowlers away.

One of the principal objects of town 
planning Is to provide desirable home 
sites. Subdivision regulations and 
provisions of the Town Planning Act 
referred to In previous arUcles have 
been drafted to accomplish this end. 
A general regulation Is that lota for 
residential purposes shall be at least 
50 feet wide, at least 100 feet deep 
with a minimum area of 5,000 square 
feet. In a new subdivision, stores and 
.imilar structures cannot be erected 
n a residential district or zone; adequ 1 
ite streets and lanes are to be provld 
"d. The thoughtlessand indiscriminate 
daring of houses on unsubdivided 
ands wlthot reference to existing or , 
Tture development can now be curb- ! 
'd. But where there exists a proper 
ommunity spirit such infractions of 
he "laws” of common sense, of com¬ 
munity economy, will probably not 
be considered by intending purchasers 
or sanctioned by the owner. If. how¬ 
ever, through thoughtlessness, thru 
ignorance of existing legislation or 
regulations these Infractions occur, it 
may mean considerable extra expense 
to the owner to have necessary surv 
cys subsequently made, or in other 
cas«M, to move buildings recently er¬ 
ected. 

In general, residences are to be er¬ 
ected but one to a lot, that lot form 
ing part of a registered subdivision.

The increase in refined sugar made 
from sugar beets last years was near¬ 
ly 5,000,000 pounds, the total produc 
teion being over 69,000,000. 

The percentage of sugar made 
from Canadian agricultural product 
Is still small, however, since the total 
of all sugars produced In Canadian 
factories, Including that from import¬ 
ed raw sugar cane, was practically 
932,000,000 pounds. A slight Increase 
in the total production o sugar was 
also reported In 1929, the output be¬ 
ing 931.9 million pounds, compared 
with 927.6 mlllionpounds In 1928. On 
the other hand the value of sugar pro¬ 
duction last year was lower at *46, 
159,908, against *51,302,597 in the 
year preceding. 

Imports of raw sugar Into Canada 
last year aggregated over 837,000,000 
poundB, valued at *21,217,788.

11.7 million pounds; Jamaica, 66.2 
million pounds; and Peru, 65.3 million 
pounds. 

As against these large imports of 
raw cane sugar for reflining In Can¬ 
adian factories, there was the produc¬ 
tion of 69.4 million pounds of beet¬ 
root sugar from Canadian grown su¬ 
gar beets. This output compares with 
64.6 million pounds In 1928 and 61 
million pounds in 1927, showing an 
upward trend In the manufacture of 
ef sugar from beets, though actaully 
the acreage of beets grown for this 
purpose last year and also the ton¬ 
nage of the crop, were slightly under 
the preceding year. On 35,553 acres 
the total yield of beets was 238.465
